Horn testified that for 18 months 
his company milled fifteen million 
and of this 73.9 per cent. was one 
grade; 14.7 was two, and 9.2 per 
cent, was three, leaving for four, five 
and six only 2.4 per cent, of the total 


milled. z 
Hleached Wheat. i 

The question of the relative flour 
value of bleached wheat brought Dr. 
Vv. J. Birchard, inspection ; depart- 
ment chemist, back to the stand for 
cross-examination, He wanted to 
deny that he had ever said bleached 
wheat would make as good flour as 
sound grain. He inaisted that he did 
not contend that slightly bleached 
wheat should not be regarded as un- 
sound wheat on account of bleach- 
' one. 
a Sorry not contend, however, that 
wheat weighing sixty-two pounds per 
bushel was as good for a miller as 
wheat weighing sixty-four and a half 
pounds. Spring threshed wheat, by

| Population Problem Getting 
| Worse Because People 
Live Longer 


| 


LONDON, March 6—Fewer babies 
are being ‘born in Britain than for- 
merly but the countryy’s population 
problem, with which unemployment 
is linked is getting worse, simply be- 
cause people seem to live longer 
than they used to 

Last year the birth rate was 19.7 
per thousand, the lowest on record 
excepting the last stages of the war. 
But the death rate dropped to 11.6. 
the healthiest twelve months of 
which the atatisticlans lave a re- 
cord, The infant mortality rate 
also is the most favorable yet achie- 
ved, 69 per thousand, compared with 
77 in 1922. Altogether there were 
768,386 births in England and Wales 
and 444,869 deaths, a natural in- 
crease in population of $13,517. 

The marriage rate in England and 
Wales guring 1923 was 15.2 per 
thousand.
